Called b_v the passing away of anothf^r year to 
meet ilie raeml>er«i <>( tlio Araeric;in party in Na- 
tional Council, the occasion doniand;: a reaffirma- 
tion of our opinions. We are ready to-day as 
aforetime to give a reason for the faith that is 
in a*, and as ready to-dav as erer before to stand 
fast by our vows of devotion to our whole eoun 
try Neither tlisini* eil by di'tiMt , nor dishiui: 
f ned by opposition — neither discouraged by the 
p:i>i, nor vitkoat hope for the futore — we'ncet 
tOL'ether both to counsel one with another, and to 
show to the people of the United States by our 
presi'nce and our numbers here in open conven 
tion that a« a party wo arc hopel'ui and determin 
ed as tji our future course of action. 

The dominant party at the North and the dom- 
iaut party at the Soiith, by upeals ande to sec- 
tions nf country and the pasnoos of the day, are 
temporarily successful. But a teoiponrT triumph 
is no evidence ol permanent success. Nor does a 
victory secured by passion give evideooe of a 
true atuchment to p,-inciple. A true sokKcr will 
never be disheartened in sustaining a good caufe 
becau«e of one or many defeats. 

The nine hundred thousand American voters 
who sustiiifded the American candidate? for the 
two t:i>L otHee? in the gift of the ])co;)le in No 
vemSer last may enjoy the consciousness of an 
honest work well meant and well done. They 
neitber counted the cost of defeat nor faltered in 
the discharge of a great public duty, and had the 
thousands of men who agreed with them in 
opinion as to the justice of their principles and 
the fitness of their candidate acted upon the same 
convictions of public duty, the result would have 
been fiir difSerent. At ttie North, tens of thou- 
sands voted for Mr. Fremont upon the plea that 
there was no chance for Mr. Fillmore, while tens 
o! tiK)us.tnds voted for Mr. Buciianao at the 
Suuth upon the plea that a vote f.>r .Mr. Fillmore 
wcjuld secure the election of the candidate of the 
(niscailed Republican party. It was a cruel and 
uncalled for saeriioe of principle upon the altar 
of expediency, and one of those sacrifices of prin 
ciple which, if persisted in, in private li(e. as is 
sometimes the case, in tiie consideration of sub 
jects of great public moment, would result in 
common disaster. When patriotism becomes the 
rule of iction and a true love of country points 
out the path of duty, mMimg am tSMM the 
yielding up of that which ia right for tfmt wWeh 
is merely expedient. 

We do n >i, however seek to recall anything 
in the past calculated to wound the feelings ol 
those who were tempcad is a ■OWMK of dMpon 
dency or thoughtlessness to forget thrtr obli^- 
tioiis to their country or their assodatasia princi- 
ple. 

Thousands who left our ranks in November, 
Jr.iwn away by the temporarv exjiedietits and 
passions of the hour, have returned to the fold ol 
tha AMriCM party. They hare been uught in 
Iha bitter aelMRri of experience that tiie word of 
lise may be made to the ear and liroken to 
> hope. Where there was a pledge to secure, 
and the power to effect a pure ballot-box — the 
want of which is one of the great evils of the 
times — and to accomplish which ought to unite 
ttie good men of all parties — there has been eith 
er a criminal indifference to the evil itself or a 
bold paarticipation in that wrong. So in the 
promises made at the North to secure a pure 
trancliise through the aseocy of a registry law 
where all could see and know who, under the 
constitution aod by the laws, were entitled to 
vote. 

In no instance that we can recall to miad hsTC 
either of the two great organizations opposed the 
Americ.ui (..i:tv c:;.lc.i vorcd lu secu'-e those 
wholesome reforms which are essential either to 
aa iatdifeat or hoa e et exercise of tiM rights of 
fraaefaise. Bren where an attempt has been 
made, as in New York, to secure a practical re- 
form under the naturalisation laws, so that while 
the change would not extend the five years' resi 
dence previous to naturalization provided l»y the 
laws ot the United Sutes, it would, neverlhe 
leis, aeeare a email portiea of this limited resi 
dfarr before the alien was alowed to vote, the at- 
leaipt has failed, by the combined opDositiou ol 
bath Uie Democratic and Republican parties, who 
not untrequcntly work together at the North to 
destrov the American organization. And while 
there li&s been a neglect to maintain a pure fran 
chise for white voters, and an open and earnest 
opposition to all reforms, proposing simply reme- 
dial BMSSores for admitted great publi'- evils, 
there has also been enacted in New York a sue 
cessful measure looking to such an amendment 
of the Constitution as would secure a general sys- 
tem of suffrage to the negroesof the State. Thus, 
in one part of the Union a Sute Constitution is 
opened to sustain the question of negro suffrage, 
w hile in another part of the Union the alien has 
tiad conferred upon bira privile^'> -: whoilv un 
known to the native-born citizen. To day a foreign 
pauper or a foreign criminal, driven or banished 
from the pest or prison houses of Europe, is made in 
all things, and regardless of his residence in the 
country, an equal with the citizen whose service has 
been life long, p itriotic, and useful in the land of 
hisbirlli To inorr.jw , again. Si.ites in another sec 
tion of the counirv become revolutionary in ihei: 
plans of opposiuon to the Federal Government, 
and exhaust their patriotism and labor in meas- 
aies of mere speciality and favor for the negro. 

We seek to avoid such analomies of legislation 
in both our Federal an<i State governments. — 
Their tendency is neither toward humanity nor 
mercy. They benefit neitlier tlie white nor the 
biaek nae and, whether well meant or ill meant, 
result in tiiat spirit of strife and uncharitableness 
in different States aadaaMWcdiflstaatflaaMs of 
people which the trae mm at the aaaatrjr cannot 
fail to deplore. 

Higher aims and nobler objects animate the 
American part^ We know of no political differ- 
ences between the rights of the North and the 
rights of the South. All are subordinate to the 
constitution of our common country. The union 
ot the StiUes, tiiL- rights ol the State>, the privi- 
leges of the people in the States, and under the 
Union, is our chief glory »ad oar greatest good.— 
When differeaces of opinion come, as cone they 
ariU. they moat be settled, not by crimination and 
hale, batby reference to that great principle of com 
mon right and common protection — the Consti- 
Tt'TioN Of i HK ("mted States ; aud if there shall 
unfortunately again be dffcreoces of opinion as 
to what is granted aad what ia dea ied by the 
eoaatitutioa. the judidair of die land, through 
the aatfmriaed courts of the nation, can alone 
make apaaddecide the final issue. The constitu- 
tion and the law must, therefore, at all times and 
in all places become our rule of action. 

Toieratioa of opinion, the freadOB of tpeech 



aod of the pMM, the right of the people peacea- 
bly to sssnmbls aad petition the government for 
a redress of grievances, are among these specifi 
ed constitutional personal rights, and cannot be 
abridged except as the obuse of these privleges is 
restrained by the laws of the laad. Iqaally ex- 
plicit arc the righte of the States aver tMr own 
territories, and interference with them becomes 
both a public abuse of power aud an act of per 
sonai imperiiueuce. If all men in all sections of 
the country, could realize where their powers 
commence, and where they cease — if they could 
understand that they are no more responsible for 
other men's sins than they are secure in their own 
selfassumecl virtues, all w>>uld be comparatively 
well. 

There are many aud vitai questions upon which 
the American party aaa agree, aad to these all 

other subjecu should be anbordiaate. They are, 

in brief, condensed in the following spirit of our 
National Platform. We hold, for example, as 
cardinal maxims of public justice and private 
duty, to the toUowing rule ot f.iitli and actton:

There is nothing here not taught in the Consd- 

tiition of the United States, and nothing here re- 
pugnant to the spirit and letter of that instrument 
of liberty and law. The provision of the Consti 
tuiion which requires the President of tho United 
Slates to be a native bom citizen — which requires 
the Viee Pr es i deat to powsis the same qualifica- 
tions with the President — which, in the foreign 
horn im|M>ses a nine vears* resideace, after na- 
turaiiz.aion. as qualification of a candidate for 
the United States Senate, and a residence of 
seven years, after naturalization, as a qnalifica 
lion for a Representative in Congress — which for- 
bids test oaths for office, and the maintenance of 
an established Religion, are all part and parcel 
ot our laitli and practice. So far from departin;: 
from any provision of the Constitution, we seek 
to restore a respect for its framers, and an entire 
and hearty obedience to its provisions. It is, 
above and beyond all other records of poliUcal 
creeds, the platform of the American party. 

But we cannot shut our eyes to other issues 
whicii have been forced upon us by the Democnit 
ic party, which is not only not what it was in times 
past, but which seems to have outlived its con 
sisteaey, iiBBeeftilaees, aad its eittaes. It has 
diSereat fiMea for diSHeat parts of the country, 
and different phases to illustrate iu many creeds. 
It has involved the government in great difficulty, 
and no man feels secure in the future while this 
party i- in po«ei . Uunder Democratic Adminis- 
trations there has been an open violation of law 
in the Territory of Utah. A social system which 
would have disgraced the darkest ages, utterly re 
pugnant to civilization, reflecting the highest dis 
honor upon tiie government, a festering sore uf)on 
the political body, and every day growing from 
bad to worse, exists and has existed for four 
years past within the borders of our own govern- 
ment. Wecondemn this oatmca apaa aMrals 
and humanity, and desire to see the mdaeaoe 
abated We trace it, however, as one of the nat- 
ural ills iiicideiu to that system of administration 
which seeksto fill the nation with criminals, pau- 
pers, and fanatics from the old world. We trace 
the great majority of wrongs iu Utah, the act of 
treason, the cases of arson, the multitudes of 
murders, the cruel banishments, the beastly in- 
tercourse, to that unnatural indifference to those 
w ho, si-rpent like, have crept into the bosom of 
the II iiion in order to sting aud destroy it. 

Other questieaa of great iaipartaaee theag h af 
less mairnitude also attract oar atteatton. The 
pub!i' 'd by a common treasure and 

a cc :. : blood aud labor, the com- 

mon pi op(. i i \ ol iiie nation is distributed without 
regard to the general ownership, and with a lav 
ishness of appropriation which shows an utter in- 
differeaee to the just claims and true wants of the 
American people. 

Who can arrest these evils and restore the gov- 
ernment to its ancient landmarks but the Amer- 
ican party? Where else is there a sure hope of 
the union of the Sutes with that free expression 
of opinion which belongs to every Common- 
wealth of the RepabUcaadtooTerjcitiaeaiathe 
Union? 

We call then upon our countrymen all over 
the l itiu to organize and act Let them seek to 
give honor, strength, prosperity, and perpetuity 
to our glorious Uaion by making the love of 
couQti y and of the whole country a pasMoaand a 
principle. 

The past in our nation is made glorious by the 
patriotism aud heroism of our noble ancestry of 
.Southi-rii men of the stamp and character of him 
who led the great armies of the Revolution, and 
of those who were diertBgaiehad aader the eon- 
federatioa and In the oenvention wUeh firaaedthe 
constitution. Northern men, too, of the stamp and 
character of the son of Massachusetts who nomi- 
nated George Washington cf Virginia to be Gen- 
eral in Chief of the armies of tlie Republic, and 
like him received the sword ot the leaiding British 
General aa Hiariura aail at tha ImImm* afthe 
forever4oved, Heaven protected Father of oar 
common countrj. 

Living then in these great examples of the 
past — seeking to re-baptise the whole nation in 
the spirit of the great and good men who led 
the way to victory, and to independence, we, 
too, are hopeful and heartful of the great fu- 
ture. 

We invoke the sympathy, the aid, the co ope 
ration of all men, all over the land, who are with 
us and of us in principle and sentiment — aod of 
all men too, who wish to reform those gross 
abuses in the Stale and nation which have result- 
ed in so much personal wrong, and left a stain 
like a wound upon the fair frame of the Republic.

The present President, who was 
elected on that platform, endorsed its orthodoxy, 
and had often previously approved the Missouri 
compromise as both polioe and constitutiofkl. 
Suoee<sivp acts of Congress, a-) wiil bo hereafter 
shown, had also lortificd ilw cdnijiroinis.' line by 
legislative and popular recognitions of ii« validi- 
ty for more than a qaarter of a centary. 

Bat, in tbe face of all thiscuranlative evidence 
aad persuasive authority, some Southern extretn 
Ntsat this late day, seeiujr that if Confrt l.avc 
power U) legislate on slaver> in tho Ten itories 
tile rejieal of the compnuwise has subjected the 
South to the dominion of the Nortli as to all ter 
litaiy, beiraver flowt be ra , ami b op el e m of any 
otber peaeaM deCsBse, hare aeiied, as a teMs 
en nmufrmgm, the ■erd idea of sectional politics, 
that Congress has ao smIi power. And leading 
men have also followed in their wake, and, as a 
forlorn hojie, cling to it as <AWr last plank to pave 
the South in the shipwreck of the storm itself 
hiiadij hdped to raise. To crown this new doc- 
triae. six of the nine gentlemen sitting on the 
Marioasl B'nch of Justice tried to decide that 
the Miernnri . .inii'idinise was a iialpil)!e usurpa 
tion, and th.n lcpre unconstitutional and void. 
Yet all till V -iii oil that subject on the 2>rMfSo»f( 
cast they adinitti d to be unnecessary for the de 
cisionof the case, and was therefore uncalled for; 
and, in my poor judgment, it was extra-judicial, 
and therefore is entitled to no decree of influence 
as aulliority. nor to anv more creiiit than the pri 
vate opinions of six distinguished citizens of this 
transition day, against whom stand arrayed set- 
tled public opinion for the third of a centary and 
multitude of venerated names, such as James 
Monroe, John Quincy Adams, William Wirt, 
William Piukney. Wm. H. Crawfoid, William 
Lowndes, Daniel Webster, Henr\ Clay. Louis 
McLane, Richard C. Anderson, and manyutiu rs, 
wfao, as constitatioDal joriats, would compare 
not «i&vorably with oar modem jodces any- 
where. 

Dred Setti having sued in the federal Court 
as a citizen. the defendant deiiieiili:« riirlit to do 
so by pU-ading to the jurisdiction tiie simple fact 
tliat he was a negro of African descent. The 
plaiatiff admitting that fact, demurred. And on 
that issoe to tbe Court, the only question judici- 
ally iavolred was, whether such a colored man, 
tboagh firee, could be a citizen of the United 
States? Hie Court having decided that he could 
ba a 4iliaen, the defendant then pleaded in the 
bar (hat he was a slave; and -on a trial of the 
{■He on that plea, judgment was rendered for 
the defendant. On the revision of that case, the 
question of jurisdiction, raise<l by the plea in 
abatement, was uecess.'irily the first for judicial 
consideralioii. and was conse<iuently the first con 
fiidi red 1)\ the Supreme Court. The opinion de 
livered by the Chief Justice, as that of the Court, 
was that a free negro could not be a citizen, and 
that therefore the court below had no jurisdiction, 
and ought to have abated the suit for want of 
cognizance; and aeeordinjily the mandate direct 
ed the dismission of it on tliat ground. 

It is not my province to in<juire whether that 
was actually the opinion ol a majority of the 
Jadgos. It waa (oad as saeb, and without any 
ebjectioB. For mj parpose, therefore, I may and 
most eoasidarteaa the opinion of the Coort; and, 
thos onasideri^g it, I cannot admit that the 
Court, after that dedMon, had jarisdictiou to 
decide oii any qaeMioa ioTOlred in the trial ,of 
the merits of the osae. I oonsider it undeniable 
thatwfaatan iaferior ooact lias do jarisdietion to 
dedie tbe revisory oonrt has no authority to re- 
vise; and that, when appealed to, it is fmnettu 
ifficio the instant it decides that the court below 
had no jurisdiction. What the court of original 
jurisdiction hid no power to decide, the appell,it< 
court can only reverse by deciding that it is void 
§K wan t of j urisdiction . If according to the sfatas 
of the Dred Scott case in the inferior court, that 
court had no judicial power to decide it, all it had 
authority to do was to dismiss it; and, when the 
Supreme Court ao adjudged, it had no judicial 
right to decide a case merely iiypotiietical, and 
say bow tbe merits ought to have been decided if 
the inferior court bad only had jurisdiction over 
(hem; for, on tbe return of the case to the court 
ildow, it could pronounce no judgment except 
that of dismission, because it had no judicial pow - 
er to do anything else. Wherefore, when the 
Septeae Court dedded that the inferior court 
lit to have sustained the plea in abatement to 
jurisdiction, and directed a dismisgion for 
of jurisdiction, tiiei e waa no judicial author- 
ity in either court to do or decide anything else. I 
know ijot, nor do I care, wliai the Suprenie Court 
may have lately done in any analogous case, fori 
mm sure that it coald aot, by any ultra judi- 
cial osage, amplify its own jarisdietion or impart 
to in way-mde ■■nuirtoM jadidal aotbority. 

biaaotmy parpose to review Ae opinions 
read in the Drfd Scott case further than thev 
may bearon the .Missouri compromise, concern 
ing which, even if the Court had jurisdiction, a 
decision was unnecessary, because the case went 
off on another questAtu, and because also, as 
tbe Court decided that tbe retam of Scou 
from a Stato or Territory where slavery was il- 
legal to Missouri where it was legalized rein- 
stated him as a slave, it was altogether super 
Anous to moot the question whether the inter- 
diction of slavery in Iowa by the Missouri com- 
promise was constitutionally'binding or not. And 
therefore every friend of the Jodidary, which is 
the Doric column of oar national temple, most 
fMlMreC as well as surprise that a Court so di 
^My— grounds so conflicting ventured volun 
iHHy to pronounce an unneces>arv opinion 
Mainst the consututionality of an a. i susuined 
by as many and asimposing sanctions as anv ever 
passed by Congress, and by more than any act 
which any one respectable judge ever pronounced 
an usurpation. It is hard for a tribunal of such 
powers and trust to maintain a sahitarx respect 
and confidence. It can only do so by rare learn- 
ing and unsuspected impartiality, and by never

Advy a puppet in tlie Iwnds of power, and a 
■ational curse instead of a national blessing. 

And here, with all proper respect, I must be 
allowed to suggest my own regret, as the Judicia 
rr's friend, that the fix Judges who attempted to 
prove the unconstitutionality of the Missouri 
oompromise, had not — even if they had M doobt 
of thdr jurisdiction— conceded iwn Id OMh and 
all of the following oonsider stioM: 

1 That a decision oa (he eoapnarfse was pal- 
pably unnecessary. 

2 That the Judiciary oqgfat never, even when 
unanimous, to presume to set aside a well-con- 
sidered act of legislation unless it be cleariy 

void. 

3. That high names, unsurpassed unanimity, 
and lioary time had hallowed the .Missouri com 
promise as a wise and cuuatiiulional act of na- 
tional pacificatiou. 

4. That the Judges were thimsslves far from 
being unanimous. 

&. Tlmt tbe opinions of tbe majority, separato- 
ly and colle«'tively considered, assign vari- 
ant and incongt umi-- re.isons for their common 
conclusion — reasons altogether insulKcient, in 
my jodgisent, to satisfy any analytical and im- 
partial mind diat their conclusion u right beyond 
reasonable doubt or even preponderating proba- 
bility. 

G That all of those reasons had been consider 
ed and laiil a^idc as idle or inapplicable by those 
w ho adopted and those who ratified that great 
compromise. 

The secastomed and, as I respectfully think, 
more pradential eoarse of forbearance under all 
these Strongly saggestive and dissuasive circum 
stances would have been generally more satis- 
factory and le-> liable to criticisms which might 
possibly impair the authority of that eminent 
Court's futore decisions. 

Then, considering all that the riz Judges said 
about the Missouri compn^mise as the out of 
doors opinions of Mr 'I'ancs, Mr. Wa\ ne, .Mr. 
Grier, Mr. Catron, Mr. Daniel, and .Mr. Camp 
bell, rather than the judicial decision ot a majori 
ty of the Court. I might, without any disresiiect, 
drop as many jurists think they laid aside, their 
ollicial titles, and, with befitting consideration 
and decorum, allude to them o:dy in their exalt 
ed personal characters. But, for the sake (»t pro 
fessional comity, I will treat their arguments as 
those of Judges of the highest Court in the Amer- 
ican Union Had they not, by their opinions, 
virtually arraigneda multitude of eminent stales 
men and jurists, as well as my more humble self, 
for trial at the bar of public opinion, and had not 
tln' grave prevented tii<- most distinguished of 
them from self vindication, leaving me the 
youneest of all and almost tbe only survivor, I 
would not feel it necessary or proper to obtrude 
my poor defense on the public attention. With- 
out that qumn judicial sentence I would silentiy 
repose in confidence on the intrinsic and historic 
proofs of the ]>roprii tv and integrity of our con- 
duct. And driven, as I tliink I am, by duty to 
the memory of tbe dead and impelled by my own 
honor to justify oar poblie conduct, I wish to ob 
serve as much deoonia as May beoonsisientwith 
becoming candor sid pmpsr psrapicot^ and force 
of argument. 

All the nine Judges concurred in the opinion 
that Congress has legislative power over the peo 
pie of tiie Territories of the United States, cir- 
cumscribed only by a sound discretion and the 
limitations of the Federal Constiluti(jri. Itut they 
(liffi rid (in III ihi mtiirci at' tin jmirrr aittl uho us tv 
the extent of the limUatiuiia. Chiet Justice Taney, 
and Justices Wayne and Grier, who concurred 
with him, considered the power as inherent, or as 
resulting from ownership and consequent domin 
ion: Justice Campbell appeared to consider it as 
ati express povv(>r delegated by that clause w hich 
gives Con::I•'^^ • pmnr t'l <lts:/iti.<r ot uuil vuiki all 
' needful rules and reguLatwtis respecting the trrrito- 

' ry or tiker pnfnt§ of At UtiltA Slatm;" and 

Justices Catron and lAuiiel seemed to concur 

with him that that clause, and that .alone, con- 
ferred the power. As to the extent ol the power 
they also ditVered, and especially in the character 
and reasons of the liviitations they respectively pre- 
scribed to ti. Chief Justice Taney and his two 
concurring Assodates discovered the only lunita- 
tion in the guarantee which provides that "no 
prrmn shall be deprired of life, libertif, or property 
irithoul d lit prore.ss itt line." aud in tliat vhich fur 
hids the taking of prieale property Jor public use 
without just emmfouation. And tiiey say that'*an 
* act of Congress which deprives a citizen of his 
' liberty or property merely because he came him- 
' self or brought his property into a particular 
' Territory of the United States, and irho had 
' nnnmitted nn nff'eiin OL/ainst th,- I'lirit. eould liani 
' ly be dignified with the name of due proci;ss." 
If these three gentiemen sng g eited any otber 
limitation I have been unable to find it in their 
very elaborate opinion. Tbe reasoning of Jus 
tice Campbell on this subject is so subtle and at 
tenuated as t^ elude my comprehension except 
so far as the lidlowing sentence furnishes a clue 
to the graceful labyrinth: "Whatever these con 
' stitotions and laws (that is, of the States^ valid- 
' ly determine to be property, it is tike duty of the 
' Federal OsiWff nf, mnugk the domain ofju 
' rixdictionwurdjf Federal, to recognise to he projter 
' fij.'' Tlie reason and extent of Justice Catri>n's 
I iiailati'iii arc even more dilliciilt id detection. 
He says, however, that the compromise restric- 
tion of alavefj is inenMistsnt with the eo eqaal 
right of tiie slavebolding dtizens to go to and 
enjoy the common territory guarantied, as he 
seems to sujipose, by that jirovi-iun of the Con- 
stitution which provides that "//" rilizrns of each 
Slate nhall he entitled t§dlillm pri nli ;> undimmu 
nitus of citizens in the oetieral Stutis;" and then 
says, "the right to enjoy the territory as equals 
was reserved to the States and to the citizens of 
the States i'>iunlly;'" "the citizens of each State 
shall conic iIh ic ir. right of his State and enjoy 
the common property.'' Is not this a new phase 
of "State rights?" Justice Daniel, for other 
reasons, thought that tbe restriction waa inconsis- 
tent with tbe equality oontemplatod by oar free 
and equal institotioos. This appears to be fab only 
limitation. 

We ma} til'..- -i-i- i!ic uiicxainpled fact tiiat six 
out of the nine gentlemen sitting on the National 
liencli \ enliired, unncccessarily as they admit — 
extra-judicially us I insist — to prououuee the .Mis- 
souri compromise unooustitotional and void aftor 
its approval by the people and reoognl&m by 
their organs for more than the third of a century, 
although the six did not cdicur in the same rea- 
sons, one of them being iutiuenced by one reason, 
another, not by that, but by a difTerent reason, 
and only three of them concurring in the same 
reason. And we may here see why it be- 
c^e necessary for the six to deliver seriatim 
four different ojnnious. On which of these 
\ arying ground? is the country to understand the 
compromise to be alleged to be unconstitutional'' 
And were it judicial, can such a dictum by such a 
divided majority, and against powerful and uiian 
swered arguments by two dissentients, be regard- 
ed as authority? For myself I do not consider 
those conflicting opinions as in the way of mv ar 
gument at all, otherwise than as the various rca 
sons assigned for the common conclusion may be 
entitied to respect. And I will andsaTor to con- 
sider them respectfully. 

Wlienswer Chief Jastiee Manhall dedded a 
ounstitational qaettion his reasons were so plain, 
consistent, and conclusive as to enable all to un- 
derstand him and allow but few to doubt his con 
elusion; and Associates concurring in that con 
elusion had no need of reasons supplemental or 
difl'erent. So ought it always to be when a court 
sets asid*^ a legislative act But it was in every 
respect altogether different in the extraordinary 
case of Dred Scott, in which — waiving the cogent 
arguments of the dissentients — the diversities 
among the majority aud the character and collis- 
ion of the reasons urged by each actually conduce 
strongly to prove that their united eonduaion is in- 
defensible. Presumuag, however, that they have 
all together said every thing that could be said in 
favor of their conclusion, if their respective ar 
guments shall, each and all, be (ound U) be either 
inapplicable or inconclusive. 1 shall rest perfectly 
re assured that I did not violate the Constitution 
of my country, and shall expect an emphatic ver- 
dict of honorable ac<)uittal by the grajld inqoest 
of the Union. 

The powers of the General Government con 
sist ot two comprehensive classes: 1. Derivative; 
tJ. Inherent. The derivative powers are delegat 
ed by the Constitatioa either expresslv or impli 
edly 
for 
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tainly ddegaltd as (he spodfie power itsdf. Tbe 

inherent powers, needing no such delegation, 
necessarily result from the very creation and ex 
istence of the Government itself. The inhesent 
rights of artificial or merely legal beings, such as 
corporations and civil governments, like those of 
natural persons, are necessary for preservlug their 
existence and promoting tne esaential ends of it 
within the ranee permitted by natural and posi 
tive law. The right of self detense» and the 
right to acquire and consequently to enjoy, con- 
trol, and dispose of property, illustrate the class 
of inherent rights conceded by universal law to 
all natural persons, subject only to the qoalifica- 
tions just suggested. No human power confers 
those rights; legislation, organic or municipal, 
only regulates llicni. The only dirt'c-ciice in this 
respect between a natural and an artificial |>erson 
is that the first derives existence from Divine, 
the last from hnman power. A civil corporation 
for promoting the ends of its existence may, ex- 
eept so for as restricted by the charter of its crea- 
tion, acquire and tiispose of property; and when 
it has motley or other pi(>[)erly, the right to dis 
pose of it uecessarily results w ithout any delega 
tion of the power by its charter, aud as freely as 
a natural person might do, excepting only so far 
as its charter may prescribe limitations on the ex- 
ercise of its discretion. 

That the United States, in their corporate po- 
litical capacity as a nation, may constitutionally 
acquire lerriloiy by conquest or by treaty, or by 
cessiou for national use unprohibited, is, to my 
mind, a self evident proposition. And all the 
opinions in the Dred Scott case conceded this. 
Then, when the National (iovernmciit owns ter 
ritory, however acquired, the right to govern and 
dispose of it results, and is as plenary and as un- 
questionable as it could be by any express dele 
gation of the power by the Constitution. All such 
territory being held for the benefit of the people 
of the United States, the beneficiaries, in their 
organized ca|)acity and through their organic 
mean-, h.ive the undoubted right to regul.ite and 
govern it lor the common good. Their Legisia 
tiire is the proi>i r organ for that purpose Their 
power ol cDiiinil ilierclnre devoIv»>s on their rep- 
rosentiiliw b'l iv. Congress. In executing that 
trust Congrc-s has pmvcr. as in all other cases of 
Coligi cs-ioii.ii legislation, limited onl\ by the 
guarantees and restrictions prescribed by the peo- 
ple in their charter of union. And tUt I under- 
stand as beingeonddedbydll the members of the Su- 
preme Court ot Ihe I'nited Stales. 

It was on this ground o) pnwei , re^ultini: Ironi 
proprietorship, tiiat I never doubted the ongin.il 
validity and obligation of the "or«lin.iiM ■ <>( '-7." 
Even though the Confederate Congress had no 
delegated power but that which was expressed in 
the articles of confederation, as one orits articles 
explicitly declares, yet it was a jwlitical beinir. 
in artificial |)ersoii, :iiid tliereforc, like ;ill Dtiicr 
persons, it had necessarily and undeni.ibiv. t<> 
some eatent, inherent rights and resulting pow 
ers. It had tbe inherent right to be the recipient 
of the titie to territory ceded to it in trust tor its 
constituent bodies — the confederate Sute— sul> 
ject to ratification by that constituencv. It did 
so acciuire the .North west Tcrritoi} in 17-4, ,ind 
that acquisition was approved and made ettectual 

by the States. Then, bd«c the owner of tbe 

territory In trust for tbe States, can there be a 
doubt that the power, without any express grant, 

resulted to the confederate (ingress fnm the 
title alone to take care of, regulate, govern, and 
dispose of the territory lor Ilic liiltilincnt oi the 
trust? // is also conceded by all the Judges of the 
Supreme Cmart of Ike Unmnthatmpamertsr^ilmte 
and dispoae af terrkan/ of the United States involves 
the conservative and incidenlial imtrer tn arqnnizr 
Territorial goreruments, mid tn li yislati onr the 
people of the Territories. Wherefore I could never 
see why the authority to adopt the onlinance of 
'ti? was ever denied or doubted; and I always 
thought that it was as valid at its birth as it was 
after the recognition of it in the Constitation, or 
by subse<)uent acts of Congress. 

It the Confederate (Congress, without any im 
plied power, had the inherent right to adopt that 
ordinance, it is much more manifest that the Na- 
tional Congress of tbe Constitution, possessing 
implied as well as in h w w t new sts, woaki have 
that power over the Territories aeqoired by the 
Constitutional Government The express grant 
ol power over the 'I'erritorif s w.is luiiiecessarv 
except as to tlic territory of Uie Confederation — 
As to Umt. the title beisig in the Confederate 
Congress, for tbe use of the Sutes «« separate 
sa a e r eig ntiea, the new National Government could 
have no interest in it nor control over it without 
an express grant by the people of tho^e ."^t.ites; 
and the Coiilederatioii being about to expire, it 
was necessary to vest its dominion over the Ter 
ritory in the Congress of tbe United States, to 
secure a fulfillment of tbe trust, and to eflbct that 
piirpo-c was. I <loubt not, tbe motive of the ex 
pn -r.iiit ill ti,c Constitotion. Such a grant of 
power over ici : ii.)ry which might ite afterwards 
acquired by the I'nite.i .-^incs would have been 
altogether superlluous, as it would have clearly 
and necessarily r ssnl t ed to Congress without any- 
express grant. I have, therefore, thought, that 
ill making the express grant the Convention con- 
templated the territory of the Confederation only. 
But, if needful, it may constructively apply to all 
territory whenever acquired, because it is com 
prehensive enough for that purpose, and is uot 
literally restricted to the territory of the Con- 
federation. In the Dartmouth College case Chief 
Justice .Vlarshall truly said that though he be- 
lieved that, in lorbidding the States to pass anv 
act impairing the obligation of contracts, the 
Coinentioii contemplated commercial contracts 
only, and did not think of eleemosynary or marri- 
age contracts, yet the terms of the prohibatory 
clause did embrace all contracts; and that, there 
fore, no Stati- could imi)air the obligation of any 
contiacL of any iiiml. The same principle or con- 
struction may aud perhaps does apply to all the 
Territories of the United States. And, if so, then 
the power of Congress over them is duplicated, 
combining inherent and express power, doubled 
and twisted into one all sulndent chord of nation- 
al sovereignty, to be exerdsed in the discretion 
of Congress as longasU rsspeolB the liaifotions 
of the Constitution. 

this seems to have beeu the ojiiniou of the 
Supreme Court, as announced in tbe case ot'^The 
A meri em n and Ocean Jnsmranee IhmfBmm vs. 
Canter, (1 POers, S4lt,) in which Chief Justice 

Marshall, del ivering the opinion of an unanimous 
Court on the power of Congress to legislate over 
the Territories, sai<l respecting F/»ri</a: "In the 
' meantime i-'A.' , /'/ ri iitinues to be a Territory 
' of tbe United States, yorerned by that clause of 

< tbe Constitution which empowers Congress to 

< mske all needful rules and regulations respect- 
' iug the territory or other property of the I'nited 
' States. Perhaps the power of governing a Ter- 
' ritory belonging to the United States w hich has 
' not, by becoming a State, acquired the means 
' of self-government, may result necessarily from 
' the facts that it is not within the jurisdiction of 
' any particular State, and >« within the power aaflf 
\iuriidiction of the United States." Justice John- 
son, wlios'- circuit judgment was attirmcd, had 
denied the application of the express power to 
any other territory than such as w as owned by 
the Confederation, and consequently he had rest- 
ed the jurisdiction of Congress over Florida on 
tbe sovereignty resulting from the acquisition 
and ownership of it. But the Supreme Court, 
while it did not controvert but virtually concur- 
red in Justice Johnson's idea of resulting power, 
still also recognised ex p r ess power when it said 
that FbraiscontiBned, as aTerritory, "to be gov 
erned by that dsMe," kc It would be unjust to 
that august Court, and especially to its eminent 
chief, so distinguished for prudence and perspi 
cuity, todoubt that they considered the pow er both 
resulting and express, and each class co exten- 
sive, ndther of them bei^g sthsrn i se restricted 
thsnby the Umitatioas of tte Constitation. It 
is also evident that they construed the express 
power of regulation, like that of regulating com- 
merce, as embracing legislative jurisdiction, dr- 
cuni>cribed ealy hyihe li si K n H sns «f (he Cetl 
tution. 

Chief Justice Taney and his concurrent Asso- 
ciates concede the resulting power, and tm the ex- 
temt^mtt mtggeHed, and were it necessary the co- 
extendTCoess of tbe express grant, if it apply to 
territory acquired since the adoption of the Con- 
stitution, could be easily demonstrated iiy the oc 
casion and the terms of Uie grant and by the anal 
ogies of the Constitution But having myself

admitted to be plenary except only .so far as the 
constitutional guarantees and iiniit iticiir. impose 
restrictions on all the legislative power< of Con 
grass, the only remaining question i- whether 
there is any provision or principle of that tunda 
mental law which fotbicb Congress to prohibit the 
introduction of slavery into an uninhabited and 
unorganized territory, where there is no slaverv 
at the time of the interdict; tor such is the 
provision of tbe Missouri compromise, now- 
complained of as unconstitutional. To relieve 
that question of unnecessary confusion and pres 
ent itdistinctly, I will here submit a few prelimi 
nary suggestions concerning, first, the rights of 
slaveholders of the Cnited States in Territories 
where there no local l.iw on the sul»jeet of 
slavery; and, secondly, the esaential distinction 
between etp s dis m e§, ftlk§, er J an M s i. and eansti- 
(Mionsl pswir. 

1> While it is certainly true that no law of any 
local soverdgnty can, by its own vigor, operate 
extra territorially, yet, by an international comi- 
ty now almost as prevalent and universal as civ 
ilization, persoual rights, as recognized by tho 
law of the domidl, are as ablqaitoos as the per 
son, wherever there is no local law forbidding 
the assertion or enjoyment of them. It is this 
principle which sustains the modern doctrine 
that a personal contract valid bv the let loci con- 
tractus will be adjudged valid everv where. — 
Slavery is personal, aud consequently, on the 
mere question of tbe owner's right to bis slave, 
that right should be recognised as leji^al in every 
State in our Union, and even out it, even though 
any such .-^tate, doni'-stic or loreign, may pr^diib 
it the residence of slaves within its own limits. 
Aud our National (ioverninent ought, as I have 
long thought, to dem.ind of Knglaud a Canadian 
law of extradition ol oiii fugitive slaves, on de- 
mand and proof of title b\ 'he law of any of our 
ow n slavchobling St.ite^. The Constitiilioii se- 
ciiri's this renie.ly in our own States ; ami the bar 
inuny and justice of the Union require among 
them, moreover, a peealiar liberal comity. But 
in a Territory of the United Sutes, equally the 
property of all the citizens of all the States, in 
the absence uf any Territorial law proscriptive of 
slavery, the Constitiition, wiiic-h recognizes it as 
legal in the Stales where itexi.-ts. should reco^: 
iiise and protect it in that Territory as long as 
tbe institution of slavery shall remain onprohibit 
ed in it and tbe flag of the Union shall wave su- 
preme over it. 

-J Politicians have been too much in the habit 
of compounding expediency and |>ower. and of 
testing the constitutionality by tiie p >',icv .if a 
legislative act. Manv of the constitutional acts 
of Congress have been impolitic and unequal in 
their operation; buttbdr inexpediency is no ar 
gument to prove a want of power to en ict and 
iil>hobl 'hem. I have never doubteil iIk- iinjn.licv 
and injustice of Congressional legi^l ition on 
"lavery in the Territories, excepting onJij irhrn — 
nsinUts eaaes of the Ordinance, of Iht Missouri 
compromise, and of the "finality" of 1850 — the 
whole ssAfeet is at once fairly adjusted for the pur- 
fiose ofprerentini/ any future leijislntion or aijttalion 
concernin,: it In my judgment any other legis- 
lation respecting it liy Congress neither tends to 
the peaceful or desirable extinction of slavery, 
nor to the promotion of the common welfare, but 
inevitaf)ly aggravates slavery and prolongs its 
existence, generates sectional strife, weakens and 
dcLirades the I'ninn. an,] is rebuked l>v the com- 
promising sjiirit .>t' the Constitution and the n.i 
tional example of our fathers. This I have al 
ways thought, and often uttered through the 
press, in the social drele, in Congress, and in the 
Kentucky Legislature, for th ' last thirty-eight 
\cars; and this I still think with increased eonfi- 
di'iice. Hut while, with the loregoing exception, 
1 opposed the policy, I never either denied or 
doubled the mere power of Congressional in- 
tvrdiction of davery in a Territory of the United 
Stites. 

Thus prepared. I will next consider the ques- 
tion w hether th" power of Congress to adopr and 
maintain the Missouri compromise, admitted to 
exist unless restr.iined by some limitation of it in 
the- Constitution, is taken away or denied by any 
such inhibition. This I will doas briefly as I can 
in the next number. And, after the principles 
laid dow II in tliis number and the concession of 
the most e<»ential ot them by all the JudL'es uf 
the Supreme Court, I shall be content to confine 
the reddne of my argument principally to a refn 
tation of the ressons urged bv the majoritv lor 
thdr eoadndsn against the validitv of the' Mis- 
souri eosspresdse

[ler w eek as soon as another kiln is prepared. 

At present their oper.itions are coiifiiie<l to 
the manufacture of piichcis, mugs, aii<l spit- 
toons, but they will make t.iide ware in a short 
time.
